Graceful Reply 
In a graceful reply Hon

ton Exhibition of 50 years ago, May I

“Half a century is a good while 
by the standard length of 
man’s life. But it is only a brief space 
in the life of the nation or the conu- 
try There have been great Changes 
in farming conditions here since I 
first made my home in Edmonton, 
“When I came in 1876 wheat flour 
was a luxury, not a necessity, and 
sold at $15 to $25 per 96-pound sack,

when there was any for sale, which 
was only at intervals, 
“Police horses at Fort Saskatche- 


wan were fed on oats grown at Sun 
River, Montana, freighted across 
country by string teams of mules, 
horses or oxen and Red River carts 
to Edmonton. 

Boiled Muskrats 

“The first night IT slept in a house 
in this district the owner and his wife 
sat down to a dinner of boiled musk~- 
rats and “lady-finger” potatoes—and 
were specially fortunate in having the 
potatoes, 

“The staple food of the country was 
buffalo meat and whitefish. The near- 
est rail head was in the state of Min- 
nesota, far beyond Winnipeg. Mail 
came once in three weeks and took 
three weeks on the way from Winni- 
peg. ‘Truly we were a people apart. 
But we were here as pioneers, not as 
exiles. We had come to help our- 
selves, What helped the country help- 
ed us. Hence the first Edmonton

‘These adventures in agriculture and 
allied enterprises in the later '70's and 
early '80's were in expectation of early 
railway construction through the Jas 
per Pass, which meant railway facili- 
ties for the Edmonton district 

“In 1881 it was decided to switch 
the projected railway from the north 
ern to the southern route, leaving the 
Edmonton settlement 200 miles off the 
line. The ploneers were licked but 
they did not quit. They had taith in 
the country and confidence in them 
selves, They knew the railway had to 
come but they could not tell when 
They only could wait and hope, But 
while they waited, they worked 

“For 24 yeqars hope was met by dis- 
appointment.” These years of disap- 
potntment included the usual alter- 
natives of frost and hail and drought 
and hard winters, with the Rebellfon 
of 1835 thrown in for good measure 
But it was during that quarter of a 
century that the work of the pioncers 
demonstrated the possibilities of the 
district, 


Good Crops 

“It was found that oats grew more | 
bushels to the acre and more pounds | 
to the bushel in this district than 
anywhere else in the world with more 
than average assurance of success, 

“It was found not only that Ed- 
monton was well within the wheat | 
belt but that wheat could be commer- 
cially grown hundreds of miles to the 
Northward and Westward. In 1886) 
the Lawrence Brothers began farm- | 
ing at Vermilion, on Peace River; as | 
much further north from Edmonton | 
than Edmonton is north of the inter- | 
national boundary. And wheat has} 
been grown there successfully ever 
since 

“Where only “lady-finger” the
